Arts, and in behalf of all that fear God and love

Thus have I endeavoured to afliſt the kind 
Deſign of our moſt Loving Friend and Saviour , 
And fo far as it ſucceeds, there ſhall be Guory to 
God, Peace on Earth, and good will towards Mes:
